"Pronounced  slackening  in  the  demand  for  staple  cotton  has  featured  this 
and  other  New  England  cotton  markets  during  the  past  week  and  efforts  of 
cotton  merchants  to  stimulate  trading  by  offerings  slightly  under  the 
previous  market  levels  have  failed  to  materially  increase  the  activity.  **

as  no  further  inquiries  were  reported  this  week.    Nex?  crop  Pima  is  now 
being  offered  in  some  quarters  at  23j|  to  25  cents  for  number  twos  and 
number  ones  for  late  Fall  shipment.

seem  to  interfere  seriously  with  the  buying.  ***

"There  seems  to  be  less  demand  for  Pima  cotton  just  now.     The  business 
that  was  in  the  market  two  or  three  weeks  ago  involving  the  use  of  Pima 
seems  to  have  drifted  away  again,  and  Pima  prices  have  been  considerably 
revised  downward,  owing  to  the  appearance  of  the  new  crop  cotton.  Whereas 
a  few  weeks  ago  it  was  necessary  to  pay  25  to  26  cents  to  get  number  two 
Pima  and  even  more  for  number  one,  this  type  of  cotton  can  now  be  had 
around  22  or  22-^  cents,  while  number  ones  can  be  had  out  of  the  new  crop 
for  around  23  to  23g-  cents.    Not  much  trading  was  done  this  week,  however.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  October  12,  1935,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria, 
dated  October  3rd: 

The  weather  continues  cooler  than  necessary.      One  can  say 
that  the  picking  period  was  an  adverse  one  for  the  new  crop  so 
far.      A  big  portion  of  bolls  remain  unopen,  and  then  shrivel  up 
or  are  shed.     Even  in  Upper  Egypt  picking  still  continues,  and 
in  the  Delta  it  will  go  on  until  the  end  of  this  month,  and  in 
some  regions  even  in  November,  unless  higher  temperatures  quicken 
maturity  or  rains  put  an  end  to  the  picking  period.    Indeed  a  few 
showers  did  occur  last  week-end.
